o Domestic Violence Incidents. A 5 year analysis shows that there has been a steady decrease
in the number of domestic violence incidents citywide. The City’s partnership with House of
Ruth in making contact with domestic violence victims and providing information on available
resources has played a role in the decrease, with over 9,000 victims being contacted since the
partnership began in 2009.

e Needs Improvement

o Lethality Assessments. Conducting a thorough and proper lethality assessment for each

reported domestic violence crime is a key strategy in the City’s efforts to combat domestic
violence. One lethality assessment is to be completed by an officer and sent to the House of
Ruth each time there is a response to a report of a domestic violence crime. Though the number
of reports received have been near a one to one ratio with reported domestic violence crimes
over the past two completed months (September and October), there are still a number of
reported DV crimes with no record of a lethality assessment being completed. Resource issues
constrained the ability to complete a report for each reported domestic violence crime during
the summer months, but Baltimore Police are committed to providing a report for each crime
and reconciling missed lethality assessments in upcoming months.
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
